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To Assemble the Tray 



Step 1. 

Insert front of seat back into 
two slots on top of tray as 
shown. 



Step 2. 

Lower seat back so that 
fingers at rear of back snap 
into the two slots at rear 
of tray. 

CHECK that seat back is 
firmly attached by pulling 
upward on back. It should 
not come loose. 




To Attach the Seat 
Step 1. 

Place seat onto tray assembly 
as shown. Put "pocket" of seat 
over seat back, and place leg 
holes into center area of tray. 




Step 2. 

Tuck edges of seat into 
channel in tray. 



Step 3. 

From underside of tray, pull 
grommets through holes at 
bottom of tray and hook them 
onto pegs as shown. Be sure 
all eight grommets are hooked 
onto pegs. 





Do not hook grommets on 
the flat tabs opposite the 
pegs. 



To Attach the Base 
Step 1. 

Place base on floor with 
wheels down. 

Step 2. 

Open tubes of tray assembly 
until they latch as shown. 

Step 3. 

Front tube has plastic "T" 
ends. Tilt tray assembly as 
shown. Insert one plastic "T" 
into slot on the inside front 
of the base. Repeat on 
opposite side, flexing tube 
inward if needed to engage 
the slot. 



Step 4. 

Lower rear tube so holes in 
ends of tube line up with 
two holes in back of activity 
center base. 

Be sure that plastic "T" 
pieces remain in their slots. 



Step 5. 

Insert pin into hole on tab 
side of base hole, through 
tray tube, and out through 
base hole on the other side 
as shown. Press firmly until 
tab snaps over head of pin. 
Repeat on other side. 

Be sure all parts of tray 
and base are securely 
fastened, with "T" pieces 
in their slots and tabs 
holding pins firmly. 
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To Attach the Decal 



Friction Strip Feature 



Place decal on front of 
the base as shown. Rub 
over decal with hand 
or clean cloth to 
assure adhesion.

To Use Parking Stands 



To install parking stands (two 
in the front, one in the back), 
lift base slightly, depress 
button on front of stands and 
push stands up until they 
snap into place. 



To use parking stands, lift base 
slightly and push stands down 
until they snap into place. 



To release parking stands, 
lift base slightly and depress 
button on front of stands. 
Push stands upward into 
storage position. 




AWARNING 



• When parking stands are in use, it is still possible 
for your child to move the activity center. 

• Be sure to engage both parking stands. 

• Never place the activity center on a table or 
countertop. 



To Adjust the Activity Center

Tray should lower easily.

To Attach the Spoiler 



Line up the pegs on the 
bottom of the spoiler with 
the two holes at the back of 
the activity center and push 
the spoiler in until it snaps 
in place. It will not be 
removable. 

Do not allow spoiler to 
block seat by inserting it 
backwards.

Playtray mounting 
hooks (2)— left and 
right are not the same 



With the playtray upside down, insert two AA batteries 
(we recommend alkaline disposables) into the bottom of 
the playtray following the molded directions for placement. 
CHECK that the batteries are put in correctly. Your 
playtray will not function if the batteries are put in 
backwards. 



Step 2. 



To attach the battery 
compartment door, line 
up the tabs and set the 
door in place as shown. 



Step 3. 

Close the door and tighten 
the attached screw to hold 
door closed. 



Step 4. 

Attach the right and left 
mounting hooks to the 
underside of the playtray 
with the four screws 
provided. The mounting 
hooks will only fit one 
way. 




Step 5. 

Fasten the playtray to the 
activity center by placing 
it on the front of the tray 
as shown and snapping 
the two mounting hooks 
onto the activity center 
tray. CHECK that the 
playtray is securely 
fastened to the activity 
center tray.

FOR SAFE BATTERY USE:

Caring for the Activity Center 

Make sure five friction strips under base are kept 
clean. Clean with water only. 

To wash fabric seat, unhook the eight grommets 
under tray and lift seat off. Machine wash in 
lukewarm water on delicate setting and drip dry. 
NO BLEACH. 

For cleaning metal and plastic parts other than 
friction strips, use only household soap or 
detergent and warm water. NO BLEACH. 

Excessive exposure to sun or heat could cause 
fading or warping of parts.
